Important Hitntement of the Views of
Onief Jastics Ohau.' g

Wasminorox, Nov, 25.-In the present un-
certain condition of the financial and business
Interests of the country, i1 is important to bring
to light the judgments and opinlone of those
whose past oxperience, official positions, and
recogrized abllity In fBnencial matters glve
welght Lo thelr views on the leading guestions
of the hour, yiz.—those relating to the pablic
deby, taxation, and. currency. Feelin
thst the vountry would regard with speoiu
lplcteat Lhe views of  Chler Justioe
Chese on Lhese quostions, your correspondent
has taken oocasion to consult him on one or
WO points, of course leaving wany portions of
ihe general sobject untouched, which, if
cluclduted with equal clearness, would doubt-
less prove of grent interest al the presont junc-
ture, The work of Secretary Chase, though it
is generally concoded among Intelllgent men to
bhave been conduoted with an abliny excoedlog
that which ocharsoterizod any other phass of
otur war history, has not been genarally under-
atood, It may be stuled nnder three heads:—

I. To estsblsh sntisfactory relations: between
the publie credit and the prodnctive indusiry of
the country—in other words, to obtaln supplies.
The suapension of the bavks put an end to the
first and most obvious resort, loans of gold, and
made new methods indispensable. Len the
Beorelary resorted to legal-tender noles, made
them a crrency, and borrowed them as cash,
The patriotism of the people came tn aid of the
lnbors of the Treasury mod the leglvlution of
Congress, and the first greal object was piade
BeCure,

II. To provide ngaiust dizastrons resulls on n
return oi pence, This conld only be done by
providing a national currency.  There were
about 1600 Biate banks In existence, which
winted to make their own paper thy carrency
of the country, This the Becrewary resistod, and
contned his loans to gréenbacks; but hedid not
drive out their curtency, wor indeed did he
think it exaolly honest 10 ko depeive them of it
without glving any equivalent, TO neutralize
their opposiilon Lo a nationnl currpsicy and
make them allies us far as possible, instead of
epemics, i his endeavors to secure such re-
sults e proposed the national banking system,
sud belore be left the department it success
was assured,

The nutiona! banks were certain to be nseful
in many ways, out the Secretary’s maln objsct
was the estavlishment of & national currency.
This, Mr, Chase remarked, saved us from pauie
and revolsion at the ¢nd of the war, and s of
inestimable value to men of labor ad men of
business—indoed, to every cluks,

1i1. The third division of hig Inbor was to pro-
vide u tonding system, It was unavoidable
during the Rebellion that every means of credit
should be used. He borrowed money every way
he could at ressonwble rates. The form that
suited one lender did not wnlt another; snd the
army and navy needed every dollar that coald
be ralsed in mny form. Hence temporury loans,
certificates of deposit, certificates of Indebted-
ness, T30 notes, compound interest notes, Tres-
sury notes paysble atter one nod two years, ete,

But it was pecessary to have [nuding losns,
into which all these temporary loans could bhe
ultimately me » To this end the Secoretary
established the 520 loan snd the 16-40 loan, His
belief wus that after the $514.000,000 of the 5-20
Joun had been taken, the additooal amounts
needed conld be obtained by the 10-40 loan nud
the temporary loans: but the Secretary was read
to resort 1o the 5-20s In case of emergency, He
did get $73,000,000 iu the 10-40 losn, and his suc-
cessors got about $1:20,000,000 more, at par. And
Mr. U, hag uever been able to sce any good reason
for making the 7:30 notes subsequently issued
convertible, st the holder's option, inlo 5-208
fnstend of 10 408,  Lenders, of couree, pre-
ferred the former, besriag 0 per ceat, In gold
to the latler, bearing only five per cent.;: anc
lenders were rather more favored after he left
the Department thau before—and so, iudeed,
were brokers, for Mr, Jay Cooke gol nenrly or
guiu? twice uy lurgo commissions under Fosken-
1:;0 and McOulloch s Secretary Chase allowed
1im,

It is easy 1o gce how Mr, Chase's funding syas-
tem workod, by examining the Inst statement of
the public debt, The condition 15 something
like this: —$1,200,000,000 56-208; $200,000,000
10-408: $500,000,000 'Hls payuble now afler 14
years, which can then easily be put into 10-40s;
other lopus (all tempordry), say $500,000,000,
of which three-fourths conslst of 7°30s, con-
vertible, and certain to be converted into lo 403;
and sy £400,000,000 greenbacks, including frac-
tiopal onrrency, muking the debt ol $2,600,-
000,000. Bo, it may be seen, the whole debt ex-
cept '81s Is already funded, or sure to be funded
in 6-20 six per cenis, or 1040 live per cents,

My,
Chase suys there cannot.  Yet there is talk of
new funding loan!

loan, with reseryation of a4 right to tax not ex-

will be maenificent” Mr. Chase remarks,
“Tor brokers, bankers, auvd lenders, but

The = Becretary Lhws no
doubt that, ¥ our finspceés are pro-
perly’ mansged, we cao  borrow  withiu

ten yonrs ut 4 peroent,—or 5—with right o tax
at one-fifth a¢ we odn now borrow at b or 6, with
right 1o tax st one-sixtb, Why bipd oureclves
1o pay cither rate of interest for thirty years,
when It is pot m:l‘y unnecesaary, but certaln to
entyll a heavy ndditional expense in the form of
premioms for redem ption ¥ .

torkher judgment of hsqualification to hold any
other office under the Government. It wii
hardly be malntained that Congresa can, by
slatute, cronte u greater punlshmont than this
or make it less. The subject was evidently no
designed to be submitted to the discretion of

Congress.  This being #o, for the same reason
